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1. Worth of the barracks area, four radio -asts were grouped round a small bundin'?. 

2. Approximately 1,000 meters to the N.TI.3. of the oasts mentioned above, a mobile 
radar installation was hidden behind some stable buildings. T'-ls consisted of 
a closed tr-ck '/ith a mast approxlr ately 6 meters high which supported a hori- 
zontal array of dipoles.

Approximately 2,000 meters to the norfch of the installation described in para.

About 1,000 meters to the S.3. of the truck mentioned in para. 3, there is 
another radar installation (Dumbo?). This consists of a mat 3 - 10 meters 
high on which a framework of two horizontal rows of dipoles are built, cm 
stave the other. The framework has a width of about 6 meters, vlithin this 
framework is another component consisting also of a horizontal array of di- 
poles, bit with two vortical vanes on each end which are filled with mesh-work
